We adde no other reatonsdrawn from policie, 
as the teared Famune; {aving of Vidualls, or the like (which with prudent men, andas theſe times are will bee of no {mall confideration) but we conclude 
with this, that the end of our cating and drinking is but to ſupport and preſerve our naturall lives, and the end of thisabſtinence is not onely to preſerve our 
lives and theirs alto who adventure fer us, but to preſerve to us and them. and our poſteritics, what ſhould be more deare then all our lives, even Religion (the 
lite of our lives)and our Law's and Liberties, which no good man will willingly ſurvive,-nor wite man doubt, but thar they are ſuthciently endangered, if not 
lie a bleeding;and if the Parliament and this Citie(the great maintainers of them) ſhould miſcarry(which God torbid)to all humane judgement are quite loft. 
It will be therefore our wildome before God and man,and our duty too (as we conceive) to further this,and all other good ſuggeſted wayes, tending to the pre-
